P re s id e n t 
H a rris o n 
R e c e iv in g H o n o rs 
T h ro u g h o u t N ew E n g la n d . 
B oston, August 8th.—The special train 
with President H arrison and party pulled 
out of Boston and the m ain depot at 9 
o’clock this morning, en route to Bar H ar­ 
bor. A large crowd witnessed the depart­ 
ure, which was made totheaccom paninient 
of a salute by a battery and the continued 
cheers ol the crowd. 
President Harrison arose m uch refreshed 
this m orning and pleasantly received the 
early greetings of the members of his 
party and his hosts, representing the State 
aud the city. A lale breakfast was served 
in the ebony room of the Vendóme. Shortly 
after 8 o'clock the party entered carriages 
and, w ith 
cavalry, drove through the 
crowded streets to the depot to the rattling 
accom paniment of cheers. 
At Old Orchard, the sum m er residents 
and tne perm anent population turned out 
en masse and gave the President a hearty 
reception. 
The first great demonstration after the 
departure from Boston was made at South 
Lawrence, where the train stopped. The 
crowd arouud the depot cheered as the 
train stopped, guns thundered a salute, 
nags waved and a band played. The Presi­ 
den'. went to the rear of his car aud shook 
the hands of hundreds of people. 
Governor Goodell, of New Hampshire, 
and stall, joined the train at this point. 
Mayor Mack formally welcomed 
the 
President to Lawrence. 
The President 
bowed his response. 
Again the crowd 
cheered, with cries of “ Long live the Pres­ 
ident,” and the train moved off. 
At H averhill t Yere was a big crowd, a 
great arch of welcome, cheers, cannons, 
etc. The Brother Jonathan Club presented 
the President a basket of ilowers, which he 
acknowledged in a few words. 
These scenes were repeated at Exeter, X. 
H., where the President shook hands with 
a surging, jostling crowd. 
At South Berwick, on the Maine side of 
the river, the New H am pshire officials re­ 
tired and those of the State of Maine took 
their places as escort to the President. 
At the depot at Portland, Me., the Presi­ 
dent was greeted by n great crowd. 
H od. 
F. B. Reed introduced the President and 
the iatter bowed am id great cheering.

P h il a d e l p h ia , 
August 8'h.—A 
local 
paper prints an interview with W . S. How­ 
ard, who was three years on the United 
States Coast Survey steamer Blake, com­ 
manded by Lieutenant Pilsbury. 
Howard 
says that for two years the gulf stream was 
observed and traced, and#: was definitelv 
ascertained to originate at a place between 
Fowey Rocks, a ledge in the Atlantic, cff 
the south extrem ity of Florida, aud Guu 
Key, on the Baham a coast. The steamer 
was anchored at this point, and the study 
of tbe¡gulf stream was beguu there. 
The stream was found to vary daily in 
velocity, the difference being equal to two 
and a half knots per hour. The current 
was affected by the moon, and the greatest 
strength of the current was a day or two 
after the declination of the moon. The 
steam er anchored at twenty-six stations to 
observe the gulf stream," and upward of 
fifteen hundred observations were taken. 
W ith other apparatus two meters were 
used at once, by which the velocity of the 
surface and the sub surlace was sim ulta­ 
neously noted. 
The surface current runs with much 
srreater velocity than the sub surface. The 
true axis or beginning of the stream is 
eleven and a half miles east of Fowey 
Rocks lighthouse. 
H ere the strongest su r­ 
face current found was five and a fourth 
knots per hour and the weakest three and 
a fourth, an average of 3 6 knots. A t the 
axis there is a depth of 498 fathoms of 
water. 
The soundings brought to light no ex­ 
planation of the mysterious origin of the 
stream. The deductions from the obser­ 
vations are that the trade w indi and the 
Mississippi river may both be dismissed as 
probable creators of "the current, and that 
the velocity of the current is positively 
controlled by the declination of the moon.

THE COMING CONFERENCE. 


T he commercial conference th a t is to lie 
had in San Francisco the present month 
w ill lie one of the most im portant convoca­ 
tions ever held in this State. 
W hatever 
its results, the immense importance of the 
subjects it will have in hand caunot for a 
m om ent be doubted. 
W hat is to be hoped 
for is calm debate and very patient delib­ 
eration. 
The m ain questions to be con­ 
sidered are, w hether the threatened diver­ 
sion of the through traffic by rail to and 
from California and Oregon and the w ith­ 
draw al of a large part of San Francisco’s 
A siatic trade are likely to i>e realized, and 
if so, w hat steps should Ik? taken to meet 
th e threat and avert the danger. 
T he one 
ch ie f question 10 be determ ined by the 
com m ercial representatives of the Ameri­ 
can Pacific coast is, “Shall a foreign port 
and, a foreign line of transportation on our 
n o rth be built up at the expense of the 
comm erce of the Pacific States, w ithout a 
protest on their part or effort to protect 
them selves against a diversion of A m eri­ 
can traffic from American lines, over which 
i t should pass, according to the natural 
laws of trade?” 
It is to be debated 
w hether this is fair competition between 
friendly nations, in which one IW e r puts 
its shoulder beneath private enterprise, and 
80 enormously subsidizes it and exempts it 
from the usual charge of operating ex ­ 
penses th at it can underr.it its rival of the 
o th e r nation lievond hoj>e of the latter 
m eeting it. 
It is to be considered, also, 
w hether the restrictions that our (rovein- 
tnent places upon the husiuess of trans­ 
porting merchandise are wise and advisa- 
able. 
The interstate commerce law will 
lie a topic of debate of the most interesting 
character, and we do not think we mistake 
in the forecast, when we predict th at the 
com m ercial judgm ent of the Pacific coast 
w ill be that it is a failure, not only in not 
accom plishing the promise made for it, hut 
th a t it has been a hindrance to trade and 
an im pedim ent to the free ojieration of 
those commercial laws that are the results 
o f ages of exjierience, and which cannot be 
obstructed in th eir operation w ithout m a­ 
terial disarrangem ent 
of the 
business 
affairs of the community th at undertakes 
th e “regulation.” 
T h e San Francisco Alla California, re­ 
m arking upon these attem pts to regulate in 
violation of all experience in the business of 
carrying goods for hire, well say s: 
It m ight Hist as well be understood at the be­ 
gin n ing of the discussion tlia these things are 
Ule resulto: an attemiit by Congress to ruu the 
transporto on business of the country. They 
are caused ay a legislative interference in mat­ 
ter? where m e judicial power was already ade 
quate for the enforcement of the common law of 
com m on carriers, which Is entirely sufficient 
for the protection o f shippers. 
And referring again and more directly 
to the Interstate Commerce A ct our con­ 
tem porary adds: 
Its fourth clause h«s diverted commerce and 
throw n all New rngland into an alliance with 
Canada against the commerce of California and 
Oregon. This has been accomplished by pr.e 
hihitiug any difference between the wholesale 
a u J retail transaction in trausportatiou. th e 
long 
haul is transportation by 
wholesale, 
(h e short haul is by retail. 
Difference in charge 
i s forbidden by this de'ectlv - and dangerous 
low . so that im n t liues musí giva up their local 
or through business. How would any merchant 
in this city like a law that would compel him 
to sell a single yard of dry goods at the same 
rate per yard as he would sell a thousand paek- 
Ages o f the ‘ame goods " How would our com 
a n ex e icllsh toe statutory abolition of all differ­ 
en ce between wholesale 
and 
retail trade? 
There ts not a merchant here that would not be 
In nc lvc revolt against it in twenty-four hours. 
W hich is a blunt way of putting the 
«question, but one altogether defensible and 
♦sound. 
T he whole country west of the 
R ocky mountains will look upon the ap­ 
proaching conference, therefore, with the 
liveliest interest and will expect from it 
p lain and outspoken utterances regarding 
th e crippling process that we have applied 
to th e transportation agencies of the day, 
an d especially concerning the commercial 
conquest th at British influences are 'a t­ 
tem pting in this country, through the as- 
aistauee thev receive from our own laws. 


F o l l o w i n g the New York law as it 
was, our Codes provide for the selection of 
ju ro rs to serve in the Justices and Police 
C ourts by the caprice or the convenience 
o f the Constable or bailiff. 
T hat is tosay. 
th a t official goes upon the street and sum ­ 
m ons from the first he uioels, or worse still, 
if lie is interested iu the cas*, as he is 
liable to be, even though so remotely as 
th e recovery of his fees, he selects men 
w ho will more than likely favor the side 
th a t he desires should win. Still worse, 
perhaps, is the selection of the professional 
ju ry m an — the fellow who is always ron- 
vcuiently in the way of a venire, and 
w ho manages to eke out a peearious liveli- 
thood by serving his country, but himseif 
m ost, as a juror. 
How New York has 
seeu th e error of this system and has 
w isely abandoned it. 
She has discovered 
w h at it is wondrous strange was not seen 
long ago, th at the choosing of a jury for | 
tr ia l of causes in inferior Courts is a mat- \ 
t e r just as im portant to the litigants in 1 
those Courts as is the trial of causes to the 1 


litigants in Courts of the higher class. 
Some years ago Charles Haines, a well- 
known lawyer of W estchester county, New 
York, considered the subject and became 
convinced th at the inferior Courts of his 
State were entitled to whatever benefit 
there is in the method of choosing jurors 
for Courts of record. 
H e presented the 
m atter to the Legislature, but was not 
able to convince it of the wisdom of a 
change of jiolicy until recently. 
B ut as 
persistence in a good cause must eventually 
meet w ith success, so in this case, and now 
the Em pire State has a law by which par­ 
ties to actions in Justices’ Courts have the 
same right to an im partially chosen ju ry 
as litigants in the upper Courts. 
U nder 
the new law the Town Clerk is required to 
furnish the Justices of the Peace w ith cer­ 
tified lists of those drawn to serve as 
jurors for a given term.

It has been tried hmg enough in 
New York to prove its wisdom aud to 
demonstrate the satisfaction of the people 
with it. 
It puts an eud to a great deal of 
favoritism and no little fraud, and digni­ 
fies and gives importance to petty Courts. 
California can well afford to follow the ex­ 
ample of the Knickerbocker State.

copied after her error in the first instance ; 
let us not hesitate to now adopt th e course 
th at experience has demonstrated in her 
case is wise.

Only eleven States 
elect State officers this year. 
Kentucky 
will hold a general election for State 
Treasurer on the otb of August. Elections 
in ten other States will take place on the 
5th of November. 
< >n that day : 
Iowa will elect Governor and Lieuten­ 
ant Governor. 
M aryland will elect Comptroller and 
A ttorney-G eneral. 
Massachusetts will elect Governor and 
State officers. 
Mississippi will 
elect Governor and 
State officers. 
Nebraska will elect a Supreme Court 
Judge and two Regents. 
New Jersey will elect Governor and 
State officers. 
New York will elect State officers, ex­ 
cept Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 
Ohio will elect Governor and State offi­ 
cers. 
Pennsylvania will elect State Treasurer. 
Virginia will elect Governor and State 
officers. 
Political interest this year accordingly 
is centered iu the elections of the newlv- 
admitted States—North Dakota, South D a­ 
kota, W ashington and M ontana—which 
arc now framing their Constitutions and 
will elect full State Governments and Leg­ 
islatures^ which will choose eight new 
U nited States Senators. 
Each new State 
will also elect a Representative in Con­ 
gress, except South Dakota, which will 
elect two. 
T he terms of no United States Senators 
expire next year, so the election of mem­ 
bers of the Legislature this year is of in ­ 
terest as hearing on national polities only 
in cases where members of the Legislature 
chosen this year hold office for two years. 
T he Senate elected in New York State 
will vole for a I nited States Senator in 
1891 to succeed Hon. Win. M. E vans.

GOVERNM ENT TELEG R AM S. 


T h e R a te th a t M ust b e P a u l S till a M at­ 
ter o f D isp u te. 
W a sh ing to n, August 8th.—At the Post­ 
office D epartm ent it is stated that the action 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
in collecting in advance regular rates on 
Government messages, sent by Government 
employes, is illegal and should not be paid. 
The company bases its action on the fact 
that no contract has been made for this 
year, but the Postoffice D epartm ent offi­ 
cials say that there is no such thing as a 
contract between the Government and the 
telegraph company regarding rates. 
The law gives the Postmaster-General 
power to fix rates. This he did at one mill 
a word in the latter part of June, but sus­ 
pended the enforcement of the rule pend­ 
ing a conference between him self and the 
company. 
Later he notified the various 
departments to pay no telegraphic bills 
uni.il the m atter is settled. Therefore, if 
the suspension is withdrawn and the rate 
fixed goes into effect, bills can be allowed 
only at one m ill a word. 
The whole m atter has been referred to 
the Postmaster-General, with the request 
that he advise the D epartm ent w hat course 
to pursue on these accounts rendered by 
the Government employes for telegraphing 
to the Home Departm ent. The Treasury 
officials believe the account m ust be al­ 
lowed as the employes were obliged to pay 
the rates charged and the Government 
guarantees them their legitímale expenses. 
Late this evening Acting Postmaster- 
General Clarkson replied to the above re­ 
quest, and advised the Treasury depart­ 
ment to instruct their employes away from 
the Departm ent to send all official dis­ 
patches to the Departm ent m arked “Col­ 
lect,” and that the Departm ent can pay the 
bills when the rate per word is finally 
agreed upon. 
In cases where employes 
have paid for messages at the tim e of send­ 
ing, the Postotlice officials hold that they 
can only be allowed one m ill per word for 
a message, and that they will have to look 
to the company for a rebate of the excess 
of charges over one m ill per word. 
This plan was adopted in 1884, under 
Postmaster-General Gresham, when the 
controversy over the rate was not settled 
until September, and the companies re­ 
funded the eDtire excess collectea during 
the controversy. 


O N E M ILL 
A W O R D . 


The W estern U nion C laim s th a t Such a 
R a te W ou lil B e R u in ou s. 
W ash ing to n, A ugust 8th. — President 
Green of the W estern Union Telegraph 
Company has sent to Postm as’er-General 
W anam aker a lengthy letter in response 
to one written by tne Postmaster-General 
some days ago. 
Mr. Green answers all the 
points made by the Postmaster-General, 
and claims that the service performed by 
the W estern Union is now done at a less 
rate than to other customers, and the pro­ 
posed tariff of one m ill a word would 
work an actual loss to the company of t>6 
per cent, on 500 miies. and down to any­ 
thing over 250 miles 50 per cent., whilst for 
250 miles and less it has remained. 
In closing he says the average reduction 
in twelve years has probably been in the 
neighborhood of 35 per cent. 
For the year 
ending July, 1S77, the average rate to' the 
public was 43 6-10 cents per message. Last 
year it was 31 2-10 cents per message. The 
reduction to the public being something 
less than 30 per cent. In the same period 
the cost to the company of handling mes­ 
sages 
has been reduced from 
29 8 10 
cents per message to 23 2-10 cents, being 
about 20 per cent., so thet the reduction of 
the Government service has been two and 
a half times greater than the reduced cost 
of handling the messages and two-fifths 
greater than the reduced rate on com­ 
mercial messages. 
The sum of it all is that the Government 
has given us nothing that cost the Govern­ 
ment anything or that was of anv value to 
the Government to retain, nothing that 
has not been worth more to the Govern­ 
m ent and the public that we should have 
than it has been worth to ns, whilst in 
consideration therefoi. the Government, 
by its reserved power, had been m aking a 
saving for a num ber of years at the rate 
of nearly if not quite $100,000 a Jfcar in the 
cost of its telegraph service below w hat 
othc-r customers pay, whilst it enjoys, as it 
should, a preferred service over all other 
business.

CAUSE O F T H E TR O U B LE . 


P a th e tic Story T old in a L etter W ritten 
b y .John H . C arter. 


S a n F r a n c isc o , August 8th.—The real 
cause which led John H. Carter, the San 
Quentin guard, to kill his wife and then 
comm it suicide, has been involved in con­ 
siderable mystery, but a letter sent bv him 
to his parents la3t Friday tells a pathetic 
story of his unhappy 'life. The letter, 
which was probably the last ever written 
by the unfortunate husband, reads as fol­ 
lows : 
San Q uentin, August 2,1889. 
My Dear Parents: It is with a sorrowful heart 
and dimmed eyes that I sit down to write you 
for fatherly advice. When I returned from 
Nevada 1 found that my wife had been keeping 
company with some ma"u from the city. 
I told 
her about it. We had a few words, but made 
up again, aud since that time she has been iu 
the city pretty near all the lim s. 
I went over 
Monday, she writing me that she was sick. 
I 
found her out on Jones street in a fashionable 
lodging-house, and wanted her to come back 
with me, but she Would not. I stayed all night 
there, aud lierseli, with two other married 
women, went out and did not get back until 12 
o’clock. 
The next day I came home, she saying she 
would come Thursday, but did not. The even­ 
ing I left 1 wanted her to walk down to the boat 
with me, but sfce said she u as tig) sick. 1 
thought it bad, aud came home, but the verv 
evem ng I left she, with three other married 
women, was seen on the streets of Fan Fran­ 
cisco with four men at 2 o'clock in the morning. 
They were having oysters together, and alter 
that went info a private entrance to a saloon on 
Taylor aud Maiket stieets, and that was the 
tas:. She also borrowed 510 :rom one of the offi­ 
cers here unknown to me, and then met him 
last Saturday and Sunday in ihe city. Fattier, 
1 am pretty ue»r distracted. 
When 1 arrived at 
my thirtieth birthday I concluded 1 would be a 
man and give op all my bad hatdts, which I 
did, and have stuck to it since. 
My heart is 
prettv near broke. Do answer my letter and 
tell me what to do. 
1 can’t stay here under 
those circumstances. I shou.d have had a posi­ 
tion iu the Mint had you only-sent me the peti­ 
tion. 
Her actions here have been a disgrace to 
our name, aud she is the one that has brought 
me to the level where I am. 
When 1 married her 1 lovea her dearly, and 
now you see my thauks 
It is ouly too true 
now, I think, that she has been unfaithful to 
me. Her mother is iu the city. 
I took her to 
see her daughter and she actually ordered the 
old womau aud me out of the house. 
1 could 
tell you lots it I were uear you. sh e has been 
the wreck of my life. Many a time when we 
were staying at the ho'el here I would ask her 
about y o’clock to go to bed. but no, she would 
rather stay in the parlor aud play the piano for 
a gang ot drunken officers until 1 aud 2 o’clock 
iu the morning. 1 was tempted to do the same 
as my poor uuele did, but I thought to myself, 
be a man and let her go 
Father, you don’t 
know what I have pul up with. 
My heart is 
up in my mouth and ready to break. 
I have 
not eat hut two meals for the last five days and 
sleep is out of the question. I have walked the 
floor of my room all night, my mind is so dis­ 
tracted. Now, father, one more appeal to you; 
write to your poor boy: comfort me iu ruv 
trouble: tell me what to do, or I certainly shall 
go crazy. 

I must re­ 
main your poor, unfortunate son, 
J o h n n ie .

The excessive heat of the past few days 
at Ilorgkong, during wich the therm om ­ 
eter has registered as high as 92° in the 
shade, has teen productive of much sick­ 
ness, and two or three deaths have occurred 
from beat apoplexy. 
Further pariic'ars concerning the re­ 
ported outbreak of cholera at Shanghai 
give no cause for alarm .

They had crossed the bridge to the Yolo 
side and threw out their line3 from a little 
island which stands out a few yards from 
the main river bank. 
Just across the river from where they 
were fishing a party of boys were bathing 
from a barge which was moored to the 
bank. Young Fuchs watched them for 
some time, and finally determined to join 
in the sport himself. Against the advice 
of his companions he divested himself of 
his clothing and waded in. 
He could not swim, and his companions 
again remonstrated with him, but in vain. 
I he little fellow splashed about in great 
glee for some time and tried to coax his 
companions to join him. 
“Look out over there — that's a bad 
place!” came a voice from one of the partv 
across the river. 
Young Fuchs turned and was about to 
reply, as he waded out further, when, sud­ 
denly. to the horror of those who were 
watching, he disappeared from view. 
•His two companions became frightened 
and ran away. 
The boys from the other side of the 
river, however, swam over as quickly as 
they could, but the unfortunate 
little 
bather never came to the surface. The 
manly little rescuing party dove into the 
water for an hour after the sad occurrence 
in hope of finding the body, but in this 
they were also unsuccessful. 
When the sad news was conveyed to the 
little lad’s father he became almost frantic 
with grief. Under his direction several 
more attempts were made to recover the 
body, but up to last accounts it had not 
been found. 
Persons who have bathed in the same 
place where young Fuchs lost his life say 
that it is a most treacherous place. The 
bottom slopes gradually for a distance of 
about twelve feet from tbe shore and then 
it descends abruptly into fully fifteen feet 
of water. It was here that the unfortunate 
lad stepped off, and being unable to swim 
could not regain the surface.

THE RIVER JUNGLES 


S aid to b e th e A b id in g -P Ia c e o f D e e r, 
C o u g a rs a n d W o lv e s. 
It may not be generally known to local 
sportsmen that there are a number of deer 
in the tules about eighteen miles up the 
river, on the Yolo side, but such is the 
case. A parly from here got a fine buck 
there a week or so ago, and wounded 
another this week, but did not get him. 
On each occasion that they have gone 
there they have seen several deer, and the 
foot-signs show that there is quite a herd 
of them in the jungle. 
On their last trip there, a few days ago, 
the members of the shooting party saw a 
fine specimen of the California lion or 
cougar. At least, they say they did, but 
possibly the story is told for the purpose of 
keeping away those sportsmen who have 
no desire to meet that species of game. 
They say there is also a wolf in that vicin­ 
ity. No doubt the story about the deer is 
all true enough, and there may be lions 
and wolves there, also, but there is no rec­ 
ord of any traveling menagerie having dis­ 
banded in that neighborhood. 
In all seriousness, however, there is no 
good reason to doubt the statement that 
large game of various kiuds is to be found 
in the brush thickets along the river and 
the vast area of tule adjoiniog in that local­ 
ity. There are people now living in our 
midst who have seen great herds of elk, 
deer and antelope on the plains and in the 
tnle basins in this vicinity, and bears and 
other ferocious animals as well. Within 
the last twenty years frequent floods along 
the river north of Sacramento have laid 
waste large areas of country, which have 
become covered with miles and miles of 
willow juDgle and tules. This forest af­ 
fords an excellent breeding-place and com­ 
paratively safe home for game, both large 
and small, and it may be that it is becom­ 
ing again inhabited by the kinds of beasts 
that formerly roamed at will throughout 
the Sacramento valley. All but the elk. 
The hide-hunters long ago practically ex­ 
terminated this noble game, both in glen 
and forest, and there is probably not one to 
be found within the State, except a half­ 
dozen or so that have taken refuge in the 
thickets along Kern river, and which the 
sportsmen of that county have succeeded 
in protecting.

W hen the pavilion closed last night the 
large crowd was well pleased with the en- 
teriainm ect provided by the Directors. 
The program m e consisted of opening re­ 
m arks by Dr. 0 . Harvey, of Galt, music by 
the Glee Club, the reading of an original 
poem by Mis. Elizabeth Pardoe, a soio by 
Miss Jenkins, of Jackson, and an address 
by Judge Armstrong, of Sacramento. 
W hen Judge Armstrong had finished his 
address taetlo o r was cleared for dancing, 
and the H ussar Band orchestra gained fur­ 
ther favor by reason of well rendered con­ 
cert and ilai.ee music furnished through­ 
out the evening. 
Like the Association President on the 
evening before. Judge Armstrong chided 
the citizens for lack of harm ony and en­ 
ergy and for fulling to avail themselves of 
such opportunities es the fair affords for 
advertising to the people at large w hat this 
particular portion of the foothill section 
could do.
